F OR fifty years practically all levels were of the adjustable type. 

Then in 1895, Julius Sand invented the Sand’s type of “solid 
set” nomadjustable levels and the whole trend of buying changed. 

Absolute accuracy in levels and plumbs became a surety. 
“Factory builtdn accuracy,” standardised to the highest degree of 
perfection and carefully inspected, produced levels and plumbs that 
created and established a new standard. 

Practically all the great developments in levels came through the 
development of the Sand’s Level & Tool Co. Sand’s introduced 
the clear vision and protected vials. This practically eliminated 
breakage. Sand’s eliminated the old half moon type of vial — the 
Sand’s type gives full vision from all angles. 

Production of Sand’s wood levels start with carefully selected 
stock, vertical grained, of the finest California Sugar Pine as a base. 
A rigid standard of wood selection is maintained with a fixed 
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penalty for every piece that does not come up to standard. Rigid 
wood selection is vital to the future accuracy and dependability of 
the level. 

Just as Sand’s originated practically all the great improvements 
in level construction, inspection and tests for accuracy, so did 
Sand’s originate the aluminum type of level. Light weight and 
convenience made possible by Sand’s frames, scientifically designed 
and constructed, brought instant popularity. 

With the growth of building construction throughout the 
country, there followed a tremendous demand for accurate levels. 
Many off-shoots of Sand’s levels have been started. Externally, 
levels look much alike, consequently cheaper woods, cheaper glasses 
and inaccuracy have been offered the buyer as Just as Good. 

Although individual features of Sand’s levels cost from 25% to 
100% more to make, Sand’s prices were never lower than today, 
due to standardization of manufacture, capacity production and 
wide-flung distributive methods. 

The bright red or vermilion color and Sand’s trade-mark 
identifies the “GENUINE” Sand’s plumbs, levels and tools; it is a 
guarantee of quality in every detail of manufacture and an as- 
surance of absolute “Factory built-in accuracy.” Sand’s Levels are 
the best for jobber and dealer to recommend and sell.

In addition to our trade mark, all aluminum levels are painted 
a bright red or vermilion on the leveling faces to identify 
them as genuine Sand’s. 
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What Is The Most Severe Test To Which 
A Level Can Be Put? 



AFTER a Sand's Level has been milled or jointed, 
** the working faces are paralleled to a B S Steel 
Straightedge, as illustrated above, and the vials are 
set. Sand's proves the vials to the level. By so doing, 
Sand's has made it possible for the level to be rocked 
from 0° to 35° before the bubble in the vials will move 
from within the graduation marks. Illustrating a 
practical use of this principle, note the angle of level 
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on sloping window sill as it is pictured 
here. It illustrates clearly how the 
bubble in the vial of a Sand’s Level 
remains between the graduation 
marks with deadly accuracy even 
when the level is used on a 35° angle. 
Every Sand’s Level must respond to 
this test. 

Sand s vials are more sensitive and 
accurate than ordinary “bent” vials 
because they are drawn to the true 
arc of a circle. 


The vials of a Sand’s Level are proved by this rocking test. Every level must 
work from 0° to 35° before the bubble moves from between the graduation marks. 
Every Sand’s Level must stand this test, many levels will not. Superficially 
ordinary levels are accurate but when measured by these high standards of the 
Sand’s test they fail. 



Another feature that insures the highest degree of accuracy in Sand's Levels 
is that they are ground slightly concave, not to exceed 3/ 1000 degrees, to prevent 
what is known as a “belly” forming. If a level is perfectly straight it will 
swing on its own belly, as illustrated.
